"CHARCOAL KILNS," (Bee Hives) Located 
in upper Wildrose Canyon, near Mahogany 
Flat, Panarnint Range. Constructed in 1870 
by Indian labor from native rock and lime 
burned at the site. Twenty-six feet in 
diameter, thirty feet high; walls over two feet 
thick. They are well preserved. Charcoal, 
made from pinon and juniper, was packed by 
mules and burros to the Modoc mine in the 
Argus Range. 
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
